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BID LODGED FOR 
UP TO 600 HOMES

A PLANNING application has 
been lodged for the building of 
up to 600 homes on the edge 
of Oswestry in the next dec¬ 
ade - with developers saying 
the plans will bring new jobs 
and a younger population and 
increase the “vibrancy and vi¬ 
ability” of the market town. 

The plans for 24 hectares of land 
between the Oswestry bypass and 
Shrewsbury Road have been formally 
submitted to Shropshire Council by 
landowner J Ross Developments. 

The houses would be built around a central 
green and there would be pedestrian and vehi¬ 
cle links to the town centre and to the nearby 
leisure centre and industrial estate. 

In its planning application the developer 
points out that Shropshire Council wants to see 
137 new homes on the site by 2020 and an ad¬ 
ditional 232 by 2025. About 10 per cent of the 
homes would be affordable housing. 

Families 

A design statement from J Ross Developments 
says: “It would provide housing for existing and 
future families within the Oswestry area, assist¬ 
ing Shropshire in retaining a young population 
through the provision of smaller homes and af¬ 
fordable housing, and allowing for movement in 
the housing market. House building is known 
to provide a number of economic benefits such 
as increased jobs during construction and after¬ 
wards, as well as increased income tax revenue 
and payment of the New Homes Bonus to the 
local authority for each new dwelling built.” 

The developer says the building of new hous¬ 
ing also improves and refreshes the local hous¬ 
ing market. Oswestry would also benefit from 
a significant Community Infrastructure Levy 
that is placed on every new home, a financial 
contribution towards local services. The firm 
adds: “The proposed development would make 
a sizeable contribution to new infrastructure 
within Shropshire and Oswestry. It is close to 
and would support a number of services, busi¬ 
nesses and amenities, therefore maintaining 
and increasing the vibrancy and viability of the 
town and surrounding communities.” 

Town and county councillor Peter Cherring- 
ton said Oswestry was desperately in need of 
housing. He said: “I would particularly like to 
see more affordable houses in the town, that is 
what we are very very short of. 

“This development will be extremely bene¬ 
ficial to the town centre - with more families, 
more residents we can hopefully attract more 
shops, increase potential for the retail trade and 
bring a boost to the local economy.” 

The plans were validated by the unitary au¬ 
thority last week and are now out for public 
consultation.The deadline for the plans to be 
determined is September 12.

TRANSPORT 

Wind farm lorries 
could come through 
six days a week 

ABNORMAL loads could be travelling 
through the Oswestry and Welshpool 
area six days a week for two months 
throughout the summer. 

The huge transporters, taking turbine 
parts to a wind farm in Mid Wales, will 
begin their journeys along the A483 at the 
end of next month, just as the summer 
holidays start. A trial run of a convoy, 
minus the turbine parts, is taking place 
on Thursday next week with the actual 
deliveries starting on July 25. 

Awel Newydd, owner of the Tirgwynt 
wind farm between Carno and Cefn Coch, 
said each delivery will consist of two ab¬ 
normal load vehicles and a full police 
escort. Travelling from Yorkshire each 
convoy will enter Shropshire from the 
Chirk bypass, travel along the Oswestry 
bypass then onto narrower single car¬ 
riageway roads through Pant and Llan- 
ymynech. 

“They will arrive in Welshpool shortly 
after noon and take about 15 minutes 
between Rhalt Lane and Raven Street 
depending on traffic conditions,” Sophy 
Fearnley-Whittingstall for Awel Newydd 
said. “We have planned for one delivery 
per day up to six days a week, which 
would take approximately two months. 
We are aiming to shorten this, by increas¬ 
ing both the frequency - to two deliveries 
- and size of the deliveries to three ab¬ 
normal load vehicles, subject to the police 
deeming it is safe.

Hospital comes out on top 
in national survey on food

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal has come out top of the coun¬ 
try in a national survey on the 
food it provides for its patients. 

The Care Quality Commission’s 
Adult Inpatient Survey asked patients 
questions on all aspects of their care, 
including the question: ‘How would 
you rate the hospital food?’, with re¬ 
spondents asked to give a mark out of 
10 . 

And the orthopaedic hospital came out 
on top, with its average mark of 7.9 being 
comfortably ahead of the other 148 trusts 
in the survey - and an improvement on its 
score of 7.7 from the previous year’s survey. 

When asked ‘Were you offered a choice 
of food?’ the hospital scored even more 
impressively, its average score of 9.64 was 
again the highest in the country. 

Phil Davies, facilities manager at the hos¬ 
pital, said: “Patients need and deserve high 
quality, nutritious food when they stay in 
hospital, and we work very hard to ensure 
that is exactly what they get. We are proud 
of the food we produce, and it is gratifying 
that our patients appreciate and enjoy it. 

“It is a real team effort from all of the 
catering staff - we contact patients before 
they even come in to hospital to check 
on their dietary requirements and do 
everything we can to give them what they 
want and need. 

“We use high quality local ingredients 
where possible, and our menus are agreed 
in association with our dietician. We have 
invested heavily in the service in recent 
years, including installing new ovens. Our 
catering staff have introduced a series of 
measures to reduce the level of salt in food 
and to use healthier cooking processes and 
healthier options are available in our res¬ 
taurant.” 

Meanwhile the hospital bosses pledged 
“not to rest on their laurels” following 
the results of an inpatient survey they 
described as “encouraging reading”. The 
hospital scored among the best performing 
trusts in 10 of the 11 sections within the 
survey, and attracted the top score nation¬ 
ally in the “hospital and ward” and “overall 
experience” sections. This year there were 
responses from more than 83,100 patients 
nationally and the response rate for the 
hospital was one of the highest with 794 
responses - 64 per cent - compared with 47 
per cent nationally.

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Talks hear of 
worries over 
a&e closure 

CLOSING the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital’s A&E department could be 
the difference between life and death, 
Oswestry’s mayor has warned. 

Councillor Paul Milner said having 
just one department at Telford’s Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital and scrapping 
plans to have an urgent care centre in 
Oswestry could cost lives. 

Councillor Milner helped organise 
a public meeting on the future of the 
county’s health services at the Wynn- 
stay Hotel in Oswestry on Tuesday 
night. Speakers included David 
Evans, accountable officer of Shrop¬ 
shire Clinical Commissioning Group, 
and Gill George of Shropshire Defend 
Our NHS. 

Councillor Milner said: “We are 
very worried about the A&E moving 
from Shrewsbury to Telford so that 
is the actual reason for calling the 
meeting. The extra distance people 
will have to travel to Telford could 
mean the difference between life and 
death.We need an urgent care centre 
in Oswestry and we want the A&E to 
remain in Shrewsbury.” 

Ms George said: “If there is a rela¬ 
tionship between distance to A&E and 
your risk of dying in a medical emer¬ 
gency, people in Oswestry need to be 
quite worried now, and even more 
worried if we lose the A&E at Shrews¬ 
bury.” However, Mr Evans told the 
meeting that maintaining two A&E 
units was not viable.

Ex-council boss makes 
complaint review call

A FORMER council leader wants 
a review of how complaints 
against councillors are inves¬ 
tigated after police decided to 
discontinue an investigation into 
his conduct. 

Keith Barrow, the former leader 
of Shropshire Council, waited eight 
months while police decided whether 
to proceed with a complaint claiming 
he was responsible for misconduct in 
a public office. 

The matter was completely discontinued 
last week with no charge. 

Mr Barrow, who represented Oswestry 
South on the unitary authority, has now 
warned that the way complaints are han¬ 
dled should be reconsidered, to avoid wast¬ 
ing police resources and damage to the 
council’s reputation. 

Mr Barrow made no public statement 
during the investigation, which was an¬ 
nounced only days after he stepped down 
as leader of the authority last December. 

A statement issued on Mr Barrow’s be¬ 
half by his solicitor, Paul Bennett, said: 
“The outcome while unsurprising, is obvi¬ 
ously welcomed. On behalf of Mr Barrow, 
we can confirm that he has always denied 
any inappropriate conduct, and has re¬ 
mained silent, despite the significant delays 
in clearing his name, social media innuendo 
and comment while the police investigation 
was completed. 

“The decision to say nothing until this 
matter was concluded was to ensure that 
the police inquiry could focus on collecting 
the evidence which would exonerate him 
without any misunderstanding or misin¬ 
terpretation. 

“The wider issue for Mr Barrow remains 
that the current manner in which com¬ 
plaints are managed by both the police and 
the council, is a significant drain upon their 
resources, and that by necessity, resources 
have been expended in dealing with a mis¬ 
conceived complaint. The legal obligation to 
investigate such complaints, irrespective of 
their obvious lack of merit, does require a 
review and amending.” 

West Mercia Police’s Detective Inspector 
Mark Glazzard said: “West Mercia Police 
is duty-bound to investigate reports of al¬ 
leged criminal conduct and uses resources 
that are proportionate to the nature of the 
matters under investigation.”

Speed crackdown launched 
after villagers' campaign

RESIDENTS in villages near Oswestry have welcomed news that 
speeding hotspots are being targeted by police. 

Mobile speed enforcement sites at Maesbury, Maesbury Marsh and Trefonen 
have been launched in direct response to concerns raised about the speed of 
vehicles travelling in each area. 

Local residents raised their concerns through their local parish council who then 
brought it to the attention of the Safer Roads Partnership and asked for action to be taken. 
Councillor Joyce Barrow, who represents the three villages south of Oswestry on Shrop- 

-—--— shire Council, said that local people were 

“ delighted. 

She said the road through Maesbury was 
a well known alternative to the A5. 

“It is a road used by a lot of lorries whose 
drivers are on their way to Oswestry’s in¬ 
dustrial estate,” she said. 

Councillor Barrow said that the people of 
Trefonen had been campaigning for about 
12 years for mobile speed cameras. 

The councillor said: “At one time local 
people were training up to use speed radar 
equipment but that scheme was for what¬ 
ever reason discontinued by the police.” 

She said that Trefonen Primary School 
had been very vocal in campaigning for 
safer roads. 

Data has highlighted poor speed compli¬ 
ance in each of the three areas. 

In Maesbury, 15 per cent of vehicles were 
found to be travelling above 40.9mph and 
over 60 per cent of drivers were exceeding 
the 30mph posted speed limit. 

In Maesbury Marsh, 15 per cent of ve¬ 
hicles were found to be travelling above 
37.8mph and over half of all drivers were 
exceeding the 30mph posted speed limit. 

In Trefonen, 15 per cent of vehicles were 
found to be travelling above 36.5mph and 
over 40 per cent of drivers were exceeding 
the 30mph posted speed limit. 

Anna Higgins, communications manager 
at the Safer Roads Partnership said: “We 
hope that the presence of a speed camera 
will encourage drivers to change their be¬ 
haviour and drive at a lower, safer speed. 

“This will help to improve the quality of 
life for people living in both areas, reduce 
the risk of harm, and improve the safety of 
the roads for all those who use them.” 

Speed data will be collected while the 
sites are in operation to assess the impact 
upon traffic speed and driver behaviour, 
she said. 

The safety moves in Maesbury, Maesbury 
Marsh and Trefonen follow similar initia¬ 
tives in other villages in the Oswestry area. 

The village of Gobowen had a zebra 
crossing installed after data checks found 
cars were speeding in the area. 


inquiry call 
over abuse 
at barracks 

DEFENCE Secretary Michael Fallon has 
been urged to open a public inquiry into 
physical and sexual abuse at the Surrey 
barracks where Cheryl James and three 
other young soldiers died. 

The call comes in the wake of the in¬ 
quest into the death of 18-year-old Cheryl, 
whose parents live in Llanymynech, near 
Oswestry, which exposed the “toxic, vio¬ 
lent and sexualised environment” in which 
Cheryl and other young soldiers lived in the 
late 1990s. The inquest concluded Cheryl 
took her own life. 

Liberty has written to Mr Fallon on be¬ 
half of the families of Cheryl, Sean Benton 
and James Collinson - who died at Deepcut 
between 1995 and 2002 - who all support a 
public inquiry into the experiences of those 
who suffered and survived their time there. 

The request has also been made on be¬ 
half of two former Deepcut recruits who 
allege they were assaulted. Cheryl’s fa¬ 
ther Des James, who has campaigned for a 
public inquiry for several years, said there 
needs to be a thorough and independent 
investigation into the large number of al¬ 
legations made by servicemen and women 
about their treatment at Deepcut between 
1993 and 2002, the sexualised culture at 
the barracks, the toxic environment there 
and deficiencies in current legislation cov¬ 
ering the Armed Forces. Mr James said: “A 
public inquiry could reassure parents of fu¬ 
ture recruits, and would listen to and offer 
comfort to those recruits whose young lives 
have been so dreadfully affected.” 


Chicks bobbing along nicely

TWO newly born osprey chicks - nick¬ 
named Big Bob and Little Bob - are grow¬ 
ing stronger by the day at the Dyfi Osprey 
Project near Machynlleth. 

The chicks’ elevated nest on the Dyfi 
Estuary has basked in sunshine in recent 
days and their parents Monty and Glesni 
have been building them up with fresh fish 
plucked from the River Dyfi. 

Osprey Project manager Emyr Evans 
said: “Ospreys throughout the world eat 
hundreds of different species at different 
location and nests, but there will usually be 
one fish species that is preferred over any 
other. 

“At the Dyfi, that species is the grey mul¬ 
let. 


“The grey mullet makes up approxi¬ 
mately 50 per cent of the osprey’s diet with 
flounder making up around 20 per cent and 
trout 25 per cent. 

“These ratios can change throughout the 
season but once averaged out over the sea¬ 
son, and between seasons, there is remark¬ 
able consistency.” 

The first chick hatched on May 24 at 
9.54pm and the second chick hatched on 
May 29 at 8.26am. 

The second out of three eggs failed to 
hatch. 

Emyr said: “We’ve seen some aggression 
between the two, but no more than normal. 
We usually see much more aggression when 
there are three chicks in a clutch.”

Waterways 
body makes 
funds plea 

CONSERVATIONISTS have appealed for 
funding to help them to fully restore “a 
missing link” of the Montgomery Canal to 
open it up to the national canal network. 

The section at Arddleen near Welshpool 
was closed after a burst bank in 1936 and 
restoration started in 1969. 

Since then hundreds of volunteers of 
Shropshire Union Canal Society and the 
Inland Waterways Association’s Waterway 
Recovery Group have spent thousands of 
days working to restore locks, bridges and 
weirs on the canal, which runs from Frank- 
ton Junction near Ellesmere in, through 
Welshpool and on to Newtown. 

Michael Limbrey, chairman of Mont¬ 
gomery Waterway Restoration Trust said: 
“The annual Montgomery Canal Forum 
presentation will focus on the road cross¬ 
ing at Arddleen, which prevents boats from 
Welshpool getting any nearer to Llanymy¬ 
nech. 

“This was the subject of a vigorous cam¬ 
paign to prevent the blockage of the canal 
when the road was being improved 40 years 
ago. 

“The annual forum is an opportunity to 
look at the Montgomery Canal as a part of 
the national network of waterways, from 
Newtown to the Leeds and Liverpool Canal 
and London’s Docklands and to hear about 
the next stages of restoration.” 

He said the Montgomery Canal Forum 
will be held at The Elephant & Castle 
Hotel, Newtown on Monday at 2.30pm. 


and transport. 

Dr agriculture and rural affairs, is currently 
helping to set up meetings between West¬ 
minster and Welsh Assembly officials to 
discuss the bypass as one of his priorities 
in his new role. 

Villagers have been campaigning for a 
bypass on the A483 for decades and in 2001 
it was included in the Government’s 10- 
year plan for transport. 

But five years later the scheme for the 
road, which is the main route between 
Manchester and Swansea, was put on hold. 

Mr George said: “I am looking forward 
to my new expanded role in scrutinising 
Welsh Government policy on transport, 
culture, tourism and sport to ensure that 
the Mid Wales economy is fully supported. 

“The new role really pushes my buttons, 
I’m really pleased because I have a particu¬ 
lar interest in it, as a small businessman 
myself. 

“There are a lot of cross-border issues 
and I want to make sure the people of Mid 
Wales have the best transport links possi¬ 
ble to boost jobs and the local economy. 

“One of the main issues is the Pant and 
Llanymynech bypass, which Government 
transport minister Andrew Jones MP re¬ 
cently visited and which has been in de¬ 
mand for a long time.” 

Mr Jones visited Pant and Llanymynech 
last month to hear about villagers’ con¬ 
cerns over traffic in their communities. 

The visit had been organised by North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson and was 
also supported by Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies as well as Mr George. 

Following his visit cross-border talks 
between ministers were promised in an at¬ 
tempt to get a bypass back on track. 

Mr Jones said he would be keen to meet 
Welsh minister for transport, Ken Skates, 
whose constituency of Clwyd South is a few 
miles north. 

During his visit to the region Mr Jones 
was also taken along the A5 near Oswestry 
by Mr Paterson to see for himself why cam¬ 
paigners were asking for the route to be¬ 
come a dual carriageway between Nesscliffe 
and Ruabon. 


Little Zulu to join the circus

A TWO-week-old zebra foal called Zulu 
which is accompanying a travelling circus 
is highlighting the debate on whether wild 
animals should be used for entertainment. 

Zulu’s name is about as close to his home¬ 
land in Africa that he is likely to get because 
the cute zebra is in the future to be a part of 
Peter Jolly’s Circus which is performing in 
Oswestry until Sunday. 

Instead of running wild on the plains of 
Africa, he wags his fluffy tail and scampers 
around a Shropshire field close to the A483 
trunk road surrounded by an electric fence, 
with his mother Watusi keeping a protec¬ 
tive eye on him and his father, Zumba, in a 
pen next door. 

Peter Jolly said Zulu is about 20 gener¬ 
ations away from his ancestors who were 


wild and stresses that zebras have been in 
captivity for hundreds of years. 

“As equines, they are pretty much the 
same as horses - apart from the stripes,” 
he said. 

“We have kept zebras for nearly 30 
years,” he said, “and it will be another six 
months before little Zulu is part of the per¬ 
formance and his mother is currently rest¬ 
ing on maternity leave. 

“We are fully licensed to perform with ze¬ 
bras by the Secretary of State and we have 
checks seven times a year from veterinary 
inspectors - which is far more than most 
places do.” 

Last year, more than 7,500 people signed 
a petition urging the Welsh Government to 
ban the use of wild animals in circuses.

It really is high time the Gov¬ 
ernment clamped down on those 
using the internet as a means of 
committing sex crimes against 
children. This week we learned 
that the internet was used as a 
gateway by offenders to com¬ 
mit more than 200 sex crimes 
against children in Shropshire, 
Mid Wales and its surrounding 
areas last year. The shocking sta¬ 
tistics were revealed in a report 
by the NSPCC which reported 
that children as young as seven 
were targeted with 85 crimes re¬ 
corded in the West Mercia Police 
Force area and another 116 cas¬ 
es in Dyfed Powys - and these 
are only the incidents we know 
about. The reality is that children 
are being targeted on a daily ba¬ 
sis. Police were required for the 
first time last year to ‘cyber flag’ 
any sexual crime against a child 
that involved use of the internet. 
The NSPCC sent Freedom of In¬ 
formation requests to all forces 
and learned that there were more 
than 3,000 sex crimes against 
children involving the internet 
last year. Children are sitting 
targets for those sick enough 
to want to entice them online. 
Flow many of us know what our 
children and grandchildren are 
doing or who they are talking to? 

There is an organisation called 
The Internet Watch Founda- 
tion(IWF) which is a UK hotline 
for the reporting of online crim¬ 
inal content. This includes child 
sexual abuse content, obscene 
adult content and non-photo¬ 
graphic sexual abuse images. 
But is enough really being done 
to stamp out this growing issue? 

Unfortunately the IWF doesn’t 
have the funding to achieve half, 
or even a quarter, of the objec¬ 
tives, in its vision statement and 
the Government really does have 
to come forward with more sup¬ 
port. Online sex crime is the big¬ 
gest growing area being faced by 
police forces across the country 
and while some funding is allo¬ 
cated it is clearly not enough to 
tackle something that is not just 
a local but more a global issue 
now. 

By the time you read this col¬ 
umn I will have placed my vote 
to leave the EU - though like 
most of you I am not sure I have 
made the right decision. The fact 
is none of us can really know 
if we are right or wrong when 
those we look to for guidance 
are squabbling like a bunch of 
spoiled kids. I have watched all 
the TV debates and read all the 
newspaper columns from those 
you would expect to know best. 
But when those who normally sit 
alongside each other in govern¬ 
ment or opposition can’t agree 
what chance is there for the rest 
of us? 

And finally for those who have 
been kind enough to ask, and in 
some cases offer the use of their 
facilities, the parts have finally 
have arrived and the bathroom is 
at last complete. Peace at last.

Staging of eisteddfod will 
recognise town's heritage 



Oswestry is to host the 
Powys Eisteddfod in the 
summer. SALLY WILLIAMS 
reports 


THE hosting of a Welsh festi¬ 
val of culture over the border in 
Oswestry is set to bring a huge 
boost to the town. 

The Powys Eisteddfod will be held 
at Park Hall in Oswestry this sum¬ 
mer to celebrate the market town’s 
Welsh roots. 

Oswestry changed hands between the 
English and the Welsh a number of times 
during the Middle Ages. 

And Owain Glyndwr, a Welsh ruler 
and the last native Welshman to hold 
the title Prince of Wales, was born in 
Sycharth near Oswestry at around 1354 
- cementing strong historical links with 
Wales that have lasted to this day. 

Members of The Rotary Club of 
Oswestry recently met members of the 
governing fellowship of the Powys Ei¬ 
steddfod, at The Sweeney Hall Hotel, 
Oswestry, to discuss plans to boost the 
town’s modern links to Wales’s rich cul¬ 
tural history at the eisteddfod, which will 
be held on July 15 and 16. 

This was a far cry from 1149, when 
Oswestry Castle was captured by Madog 
ap Maredudd and remained in Welsh 
hands until 1157 and later, was attacked 
by the forces of rebel leader Owain Glyn¬ 
dwr during the early years of his rebel¬ 
lion against the English King Henry IV 
in 1400. 

It became known as Pentrepoeth or 
“hot village” as it was burned and nearly 
totally destroyed by the Welsh. 

But all this was forgiven when the Ro- 
tarians found out more about how their 
grant of £2,500 from the Mary Hignett 
Bequest Fund, administered by the club, 
will be applied in the main choral compe¬ 


tition and the arts and crafts section of 
the eisteddfod, which aims to appeal to 
the school children of Oswestry and its 
surroundings. 

The eisteddfod is an annual competi¬ 
tion between narrators, poets, writers, 
dancers, singers and musicians and 
Oswestry Powys Eisteddfod was first 
held in 1896. 

And Hazel Yates for The Rotary Club 
of Oswestry, said the Powys link was 
appropriate because Mary Hignett, 
whose bequest enabled the grant, was 
most fond of the area being a founder 
member of the Montgomeryshire Field 
Society, the Border Field Club and a 
teacher at Welshpool High School. 

“Mary was a much-loved local writer, 
teacher and naturalist who left half of 
her substantial estate to the Rotary 
Club of Oswestry,” she said. 

“Her will gave the club wide discre¬ 


tion regarding how the money was to 
be administered and disbursed, with 
the only guidance being that it should 
be used mainly for local small projects 
in the fields of sport and the arts. 

“This eisteddfod being held in Eng¬ 
land is fantastic for the town. 

“Many in Wales who have links with 
the eisteddfod also have links with the 
town too. 

“Some people can forget that 
Oswestry was once in Wales but not the 
farmers who speak Welsh in the town 
on market day. 

“Oswestry was Welsh in part, on and 
off, for centuries.” 

Originally part of Old Powys, 
Oswestry has a proud and vibrant 
Welsh tradition, maintaining its cul¬ 
tural association with Wales. 

In fact, the Powys Eisteddfod has 
previously been held in Oswestry on 


several occasions, including the 1930s in 
Cae Glas Park. Over the years the event 
has been established in several other 
countries as well as Wales and England 
including the Eisteddfod in Patagonia, 
South America; Eisteddfod Jersey and 
West Coast festival, held in Portland, 
Oregon, USA. 

“Of course there were many fights, 
fires and raids in Oswestry in the times 
of Owain Glyndwr,” said Hazel. 

“We want to recall this historic link in 
hosting the eisteddfod and we are very 
keen for children in Oswestry schools 
to get involved whether or not they can 
speak Welsh. 

Exciting 

“One exciting way they can take 
part and to remember the origins of 
our Welsh roots is through some of the 
numerous art competitions they can 
enter.” 

Members of Oswestry Rotary Club 
welcomed Beryl Vaughan and David 
Ellis, chairperson and member of the 
the governing fellowship of the Powys 
Eisteddfod, to Oswestry as their ar¬ 
rangements for the eisteddfod continue. 

Hazel said it is the first time the 
Powys Eisteddfod has returned to 
Oswestry since 2002 and it is an excit¬ 
ing venture for the club that previously 
supported the eisteddfod at Llanrhaeadr 
ym Mochnant in 2011. 

Hazel said: “When I first arrived in 
Oswestry many years ago I noticed that 
the cash machines were in the Welsh 
language and I remember thinking ‘we 
are not in Wales’. 

“But now I’m not so sure.” 

The National Eisteddfod, the Urdd 
National Eisteddfod and the Llangollen 
International Eisteddfod are the largest 
events of their kind. 

The first festival was Cardigan Ei¬ 
steddfod, at Christmas 1176. It was 
conducted by Lord Rhys at his court 
in Cardigan and the prince had sent 
missionaries to all parts of Wales to an¬ 
nounce the festival.

We will have full rep¬ 
resentation on the global regula¬ 
tory bodies where, increasingly, 
regulations are made. By leav¬ 
ing the EU we can exercise the 
right to put forward amendments 
and to vote on key world bodies 
such as the WTO; working with 
international allies we can take a 
leading role in galvanizing world 
free trade. 

According to the Government, 
if we stay in the EU with free 
movement, it is forecast that the 
UK population will increase to 
71m by 2030. A new house will 
have to be built every six minutes 
for the next 25 years. By leaving 
the European Union we can take 
control over our agriculture and 
environment policies where the 
UK’s priorities should be to grow 
the rural economy and improve 
the environment. We can target 
equal levels of expenditure, or 
more if we wish, specifically at 
our own farming industry and 
our rural environment.

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CAN MY EX-PARTNER CHANGE OUR DAUGHTER’S 
NAME WITHOUT MY CONSENT? 

Q: My ex-partner and I split up a couple of years ago. We have a five year-old daughter who lives with her mum. When our daughter was born her birth was 
registered with just my surname, but when I went to a parents’ evening at her school a few weeks ago I discovered that my ex has added her own surname to my 
daughter’s surname and registered her at school under that name. 

I have told her I am not happy about this but she is refusing to do anything about it. Can she change my daughter’s name without my permission? And can I force 
her to change it back to the name on her birth certificate? 

A: If you have Parental Responsibility, your ex has no legal right to change your daughter’s name without your consent and you can apply to the Court for a specific 
issue Order and a Prohibited steps Order to ensure she is known by your name. 

If you disagree with the name change the Court would be likely to agree that it is in the best interests of your daughter to keep the name that is on her birth 
certificate, i.e. your name. 

The Court would only consider upholding the name change if they felt that it was in your daughter’s best interests to do so. Much would depend on how long she 
has been known by her new name and whether it would cause her any harm to change it back. Also, the Court would look at the mother’s reasons for changing 
the name in the first place. 

Under the current circumstances, if you have tried to talk to your ex-partner and failed to get her to comply with your wishes you should seek advice from a solicitor

Council agrees to back 
proposal for Aldi store

A BUDGET supermarket chain 
will bring more positives to 
Welshpool than negatives. 

That is the view of members of 
Welshpool Town Council’s planning 
committee, who have backed plans for 
a new Aldi store that could bring up to 
40 jobs to the town. 

The proposed store will be located on 
Mill Lane, next to the Smithfield Bell pub, 
if planning permission is granted by Powys 
County Council. 

The views of town councillors will be sub¬ 
mitted to the county council to be discussed 
before a decision is made. 

Robert Robinson, clerk of Welshpool 
Town Council, said: “The committee con¬ 
sidered the effect the scheme might have 
on the town centre, and the committee was 
of the view that the scheme brought more 
to the town than it might lose. 

“It was also considered what other re¬ 
tail space is available in the town centre - 
the old Co-op building is now occupied by 
Poundland, and the two units on the Tesco 
site, have both been taken. There is no 
other significant space left for retail within 
the town centre, so the committee felt that 
there was no reason not to support the ap¬ 
plication on this basis.” 

Mr Robinson said members also consid¬ 
ered concerns from some of the supermar¬ 
kets with the arrival of a discount store. 

“The effect of losing one of the other su¬ 
permarkets was considered and it was felt 
that this was not likely,” he said. 

He said the committee believed the in¬ 
troduction of an Aldi would not have a 
negative impact on the town’s other super¬ 
markets. 

Earlier this year Aldi held a public exhi¬ 
bition in the town.

ST George may have overcome the Dragon - 
but Welsh heads were still held high as a bor¬ 
der community watched the England v Wales 
Euro 2016 football game last week. 

Villages, offices and even families had split loyal¬ 
ties all along the England/Welsh border on Thurs¬ 
day last week. 

But at the English home of Welsh Premier champions 
The New Saints, near Oswestry, the camaraderie shone 
through as the tense qualifier was played out. 

Loyalties were half and half, with as many red and white 
flags as Welsh dragons flying and painted on the faces of 
those at The Venue. 

More than 100 pupils from St Martins School joined 
families, supporters of both sides and the TNS players and 
staff to watch the match on not one but three giant screens. 

Emotions ran high as first Wales scored, England equal¬ 
ised and then Daniel Sturridge scored an injury time win¬ 
ner for the Three Lions. 

New Zealander Greg Draper, a TNS player, watched on 
saying the rivalry was like New Zealand and Australia. 

Mike Harris, the owner of The New Saints said the club’s 
headquarters was the perfect place to watch the England/ 
Wales game. 

“We now not only have the Welsh dragons of TNS here 
but the English Lions of Oswestry Town,” he said. 

“The camaraderie that has been here today is like no 
other.” 

Steve Evans, now back at TNS after a football career 
with the club and at Wrexham, said he was gutted that 
Wales had lost.

Bus cash row 
governors 
looking at 
next move 

SCHOOL governors who were sus¬ 
pended following controversy over 
money being spent bussing in pupils 
from outside its catchment area are 
considering appealing against the ac¬ 
tion. 

The four LEA governors attached 
to Llanfyllin High School have ex¬ 
pressed their shock following Powys 
County Council’s decision to suspend 
them last week. 

Council officers also face a probe 
after an independent investigation 
showed they and the governors knew 
the school was going against council 
policy. The four governors - Council¬ 
lors Peter Lewis, Aled Davies, Darren 
Mayor and Gwynfor Thomas - said 
they will now weigh up what their op¬ 
tions are as to what will be the best 
action for the school and wider com¬ 
munity. 

The statement reads: “We are 
shocked and amazed at the cabinet’s 
decision. We completely refute the 
most serious charge of bringing the 
county council into disrepute as at all 
times we have been open and trans¬ 
parent with the council, its cabinet 
and officers. 

“The interest of the school, the pu¬ 
pils and the community that we serve 
and who we represent has always 
been at the forefront of our actions. 

“We are currently considering ap¬ 
pealing what we regard to be a dis¬ 
proportionate action of the cabinet. 
We are reviewing our options and 
weighing up what will be in the best 
interests of the school and the wider 
community.” 

Throughout the course of the in¬ 
vestigation, the governors said they 
and the school never made any at¬ 
tempts to hide what had been going 
on. Powys County Council said the 
high school should not have offered 
subsidised buses to 149 pupils for 
whom Llanfyllin is not their nearest 
secondary school. The council has al¬ 
lowed the arrangement to continue 
for the next two years to give parents 
and pupils time to come to terms with 
the changes. 

Parents will, however, have to pay 
the same transport costs as other out- 
of-catchment children in Powys. 


Ex-MP's facial surgery 
led to pneumonia scare

LEMBIT Opik has revealed that 
the latest stage of his life-chang¬ 
ing surgery, which involves dis¬ 
locating and reshaping his face, 
left him on the verge of having 
pneumonia. 

Back in January, Mr Opik, who was 
Montgomeryshire’s MP from 1997 to 
2010, under went a gruelling five-hour 
operation to move his jaw 14 millime¬ 
tres to the left and twist it up six mil¬ 
limetres. 

It involved dislocating the lower part of 
his face and reconnecting it again with ti¬ 
tanium plates. 

And on May 31, he was back under the 
knife for his second operation at the Royal 
London Hospital Whitechapel. 

“My teeth now fit properly for the first 
time in 18 years,” said the ex-MP, “the 
team did an amazing job and I’m very 
grateful to the NHS. 

“Although the operation went brilliantly, 
I ended up with a fever afterwards because 
my icepack leaked, which meant I was cold 
and was on the verge of pneumonia. 

“I ended up dangerously ill and was a bit 
delirious. 

“I think my immune system was a bit 
weak and I still feel tired now.” 

His long and painful journey to facial 
surgery began 18 years ago after he fell 30 
metres from the sky to the ground in a par¬ 
agliding accident in Mid Wales in 1998. 

He said the run-up to the operation had 
taken three years, with frequent visits to 
the hospital and the whole intricate process 
is likely to take five years to complete in 
total. 

“There are two more years of recon¬ 
struction after that, so the whole process 
will have taken five years,” he said. Despite 
the setback and pain which is likely to last 
another four weeks, Lembit said the recon¬ 
struction work is definitely worth it and he 
is thrilled to have a symmetrical face. 

In his 1998 accident he broke ribs, his 
sternum in at least four places, lost a vast 
number of teeth and broke his back in 12 
places.

Don't fall foul of the 
regulations of the road

I’VE noticed the ever vigi¬ 
lant authorities closely mon¬ 
itoring farmers transporting 
goods on the road in the 
Oswestry area at this busy 
time of year. 

Whether taking livestock to 
market, moving a harvester or, 
transporting goods by tractor and 
trailer, ensuring you’re operat¬ 
ing farm machinery on the roads 
legally is especially important to 
ensure you don’t fall foul of reg¬ 
ulations and of course ultimately, 
has the benefit of working more 
safely also. 

Some typical things to look out for 
being: 

Lighting - The temptation is to 
make the most of daylight hours at 
harvest but don’t be caught out by 
the rules on vehicle lighting when the 
light fades and remember that indica¬ 
tors are also obligatory on all trailers 
built after October 1, 1990. 

Amber beacons - The use of amber 
beacons is obligatory on all agricul¬ 
tural vehicles with a maximum speed 
of 25 mph or less when using a dual 
carriageway with a speed limit of 50 
mph or more. This needs to be visible 
from behind of course. 

Parking on the road in darkness 
- As a general rule motor vehicles 
should not be left standing on a road at 
any time between sunset and sunrise. 

Width, weight speed limits - Agri¬ 
cultural machinery is subject to width 
and speed restrictions according to the 
type and in certain circumstances. 

You will be expected to report move¬ 
ments of wide machinery to the local 
Abnormal Loads Officer. 

We have assisted members who have 
fallen foul of road transport legislation

Hamiltons in region to hear of health concerns 


Christine and Neil Hamilton were in Mid Wales to hear from health campaigners 


Health concerns are spelt out to Neil Hamilton, Ukip’s Welsh leader 


UKIP’S Welsh Assembly leader Neil Hamilton 
has visited Mid Wales to hear about concerns 
from health campaigners. 

Mr Hamilton and his wife Christine met 
with members of Newtown Health Patient 
Forum on Friday last week. 

The former Conservative MP, who was 
making his first visit to the region since being 
elected earlier this year, said he was “dis¬ 
turbed” to hear claims that residents lacked 
basic healthcare provision. 


Joy Jones, leader of the health forum and 
also county councillor for Newtown, also spoke 
of the implications she fears losing the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital’s A&E department would 
have on the people of Montgomeryshire as a 
whole. 

She filled in the Hamiltons on the Future 
Fit programme, the restructure of hospital 
services in the county. 

She said: “They called it Call for Action to 
begin with, to look at the service they provide 


in Shropshire, how to get a better service for 
less money, but sadly Powys wasn’t included 
in that. Nobody from Powys would be at the 
meetings, I would turn up and be told this is 
for the people of Shropshire. 

“Well we pay 15 per cent of SaTH’s (Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital Trust) income so we 
are actually very important. 

“Then it got changed to Future Fit, and it’s 
gone through turmoil after turmoil, decision 
after decision. 


“They’re looking at where to site Shrop¬ 
shire’s only A&E. It’s extremely important 
that it stays local to our border, Shrewsbury is 
central to where it covers.” 

Mr Hamilton said: “It’s a top down orien¬ 
tated system, everything is being centralised 
and regionalised. The Welsh Government is 
overwhelmingly Cardiff central, Labour MPs 
are in South or North Wales. We’ve had a 
Welsh Government for 18 years and they’ve 
had no interest in all that time.”

The Bob Jones Memorial Air Show 
at Welshpool Airport took place on the 
same day as the Cosford Air Show, and 
the two even shared a fly past by the 
famous Red Arrows. 

Pilot and event press officer Martin 
Evans said the day was a success, despite a 
couple of aircraft coming in from the west 
being unable to get to the show because of 
the conditions. 

He said: “But they were the only two, all 
the rest of the displays went ahead and in 
fact the Breitling Wing Walkers gave us an 
extra 10 minutes or so to make up for it, 
and so did Lauren Richardson in her Pitts 
Special.” 

The Breitling team are the world’s only 
aerobatic formation wing-walking team 
and they wowed the crowds with dar¬ 
ing old-fashioned acts of bravery, while 
28-year-old Richardson, one of the top 
aerobatic display pilots in the UK, took her 
iconic modified biplane for a spin. 

Also at the show was a Messerschmitt 
BF109 from World War Two, one of the in¬ 
famous front-line fighters of the Luftwaffe 
that was seen on-screen in the 1968 film 
The Battle of Britain, as well as an RAF 
Typhoon. But one of the highlights was 
the Red Arrows fly past which went ahead 
as planned, following their appearance at 
Cosford earlier, travelling in the opposite 
direction to the wet weather. 

The Welshpool Air Show was renamed 
in memory of pilot and airport owner Bob 
Jones in 2012, after his death in a plane 
crash.

Estate to get 
faster links to 
the internet 

A NEW housing estate will receive access 
to fibre broadband thanks to an agree¬ 
ment between Shropshire Council and 
the developer. 

Connecting Shropshire and Fletcher 
Homes have agreed to co-fund the con¬ 
nection of superfast fibre broadband to 
the Wat’s Meadow estate in Gobowen. 

The agreement means that 124 new 
homes at the estate will have access to 
the fibre broadband, which is considera¬ 
bly quicker than its current connection. 

It is anticipated that the first homes 
will be able to connect to the superfast 
broadband by the end of next year. 

Steve Charmley, Shropshire Council’s 
cabinet member responsible for broad¬ 
band, said: “I’m all in favour of working 
collaboratively with other stakeholders 
to bring fibre broadband to those parts 
of Shropshire not in our roll-out plan. I’d 
like to pay tribute to Fletcher Homes for 
their proactive approach to resolving this 
issue. I’m pushing for the process to be 
expedited so that access to faster broad¬ 
band can be provided to Wat’s Meadow as 
soon as possible.” 

The deal has also been welcomed by 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, 
who said: “I have been pressing for a 
solution to this issue of poor broadband 
for residents of Wat’s Meadow since first 
being contacted by one of my constituents 
in October last year. I am pleased to see 
that our efforts have been rewarded and I 
will continue to lobby for better superfast 
broadband and mobile phone coverage in 
North Shropshire.” 

Jonathan Westwood, the managing di¬ 
rector of Fletcher Homes, added: “We’re 
pleased to be able to work with Connect¬ 
ing Shropshire to bring better broadband 
to Wat’s Meadow.” 

Car park fee 
idea scrapped 

CHARGES will not be imposed on half of 
a town’s public car park. 

Powys County Council had been con¬ 
sidering a move to implement pay and 
display on the part of Llanfyllin’s High 
Street car park which the authority owns. 

But at the latest meeting of Llanfyllin 
Town Council, Councillor Peter Lewis 
told fellow councillors the plans had 
been thrown out. The ownership of the 
car park spaces is shared between three 
bodies. Llanfyllin Town Council owns 40 
spaces on the car park. 

Powys County Council owns 60 spaces, 
while the Spar supermarket owns 10 of 
the parking spaces. Councillor Lewis said 
he was delighted to share the news, after 
receiving confirmation from the county 
council. Previously Councillor Lewis 
branded the plans “ridiculous” and said 
the fact the charges won’t be put in place 
will make a positive difference to the 
town. 

“Car parking makes a real difference 
to a town and businesses, if the charges 
were imposed, fewer people would stop 
off in Llanfyllin,” he said. 

“I’d like to thank everyone who got 
involved to fight against these plans, in¬ 
cluding all those who signed the petition 
against it, as well as thanking Councillor 
John Brunt, cabinet member for high¬ 
ways.”

Cash value of 
tourism to 
area revealed 

TOURISTS spend more than £1.7 billion 
a year on taking trips to Shropshire and 
neighbouring Staffordshire, a report has 
revealed. 

The latest data from the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics highlights the essential 
role played by the tourism industry in the 
county, and also provides a breakdown of 
the different roles played by day trippers, 
foreign holidaymakers, and people with 
second homes in Shropshire. 

But the figures also reveal that de¬ 
spite the county’s beauty and appeal as 
a holiday destination, as a proportion of 
the county’s overall economy tourism is 
relatively modest. It contributes only 2.5 
per cent of gross value added - the meas¬ 
ure usually used to measure the overall 
economic output. Of the 34 regions of the 
country measured by the figures, only 
seven achieved a smaller proportion of 
output than Shropshire and Stafford¬ 
shire. Day trippers played the most sig¬ 
nificant role in supporting the tourism 
economy of Shropshire and Staffordshire 
- with which the county is linked for the 
purpose of the ONS data. People com¬ 
ing for a single day from within the UK 
spend £1.09 billion in the two counties, 
with overnight visits from British tour¬ 
ists leading to £379.2 million of spending. 

The figures, covering the year 2013, 
also show that people with a second home 
in the area brought in £144 million. The 
county has still to work on its interna¬ 
tional appeal, however, with overseas 
visitors contributing a relatively measly 
£137.1 million to the two counties. 

The absence of any kind of interna¬ 
tional hub such as an airport in either 
Shropshire or Staffordshire pinned back 
spending on outgoing tourism to £41.5 
million. 

Traffic officer 
numbers fall 

THE number of full-time traffic polic¬ 
ing officers in West Mercia, which covers 
Shropshire, has fallen by a third since 
2010. 

Analysis of Home Office data by the 
RAC shows there were 70 traffic officers 
in West Mercia in March 2015, for which 
the latest figures are available, compared 
to 101 in March 2010. 

The RAC said the figures made for 
“grim reading” but police chiefs insisted 
they were committed to road safety. 

Superintendent Daryn Elton, of West 
Mercia Police, said: “The figures do not 
reflect the work done by the Safer Roads 
Partnership to reduce casualties and 
make the roads safer for all users in West 
Mercia through targeted communication, 
education and training together with en¬ 
forcement. 

“We are also part of the Central Mo¬ 
torway Policing Group which is made up 
of officers and staff from West Midlands, 
West Mercia and Staffordshire police 
forces. Their focus is to disrupt criminal¬ 
ity and make the region’s roads safer.” 

The RAC study revealed 30 out of 42 
forces nationally cut their staff for this 
role from 2014 to 2015 resulting in an 
overall reduction of five per cent. 

Since 2010 the number of dedicated 
roads policing officers has been slashed 
by 27 per cent, the study found. 

Archives hours 
to remain same 

FOLLOWING a consultation on opening 
hours at Shropshire Council’s archives, 
the service’s opening hours will remain 
largely unchanged. 

After feedback from the public, and 
The National Archives, who have a legal 
role in regulating archive services across 
the country, Shropshire Council has 
agreed that the service will be open for a 
total of 19 and a half hours as opposed to 
the current 20 hours. 

The archive will be open between 
10am and 4pm on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday, with the service being open 
on one Saturday per month between the 
same times. 

Over 160 responses were received to 
the consultation and the new pattern of 
opening hours will be introduced from 
this month. 

Stuart West, Shropshire Council’s Cab¬ 
inet member for leisure and culture, said: 
“I am delighted that we have largely been 
able to retain the current opening hours 
provision at Shropshire Archives.”

Shropshire stars set 
a stunning standard

THE county’s talented young 
athletes continue to raise the 
bar with a series of stunning 
displays in the Shropshire 
Schools Track and Field Cham¬ 
pionships. 

Records tumbled and numerous personal 
bests were set at the Telford Stadium, in¬ 
cluding three outstanding performances 
that rank among the very best in the coun¬ 
try, writes Paul Sanderson. 

In the final event of the day, the hammer, 
brother and sister Jack and Katie Lambert 
retained the Bristow Trophies for the best 
boy and girl performances. 

Jack, who earlier in the day had finished 
second in the junior boys shot and won the 
discus, threw the four kilo hammer 56.51m 
- an English Schools National Standard - 
to smash the championship best that he set 
last year. 

Jack, from Lacon Childe School, Cleobury 
Mortimer, is the top ranked junior boy ham¬ 
mer thrower in the UK with a season’s best 
of 57.26m and he became the first boy to 
retain the Bristow Trophy since 1995 and 
only the third ever in the 28-year-old his¬ 
tory of the award. 

Katie, now a Ludlow College student, 
who had earlier in the day won the Mid¬ 
lands Under-20 Championships in Nunea¬ 
ton, dashed to Telford to claim her second 
gold of the day as she threw 54.98m, adding 
25 metres to the previous championship 
best for senior girls. 

Retained 

This gave her the Bristow Trophy for the 
third consecutive year - an achievement 
only matched by two other athletes, both 
throwers, Becky Bartlett ( javelin 2001- 
2003) and Hayley Rubery (discus 2009- 
2011). 

It is also the first time ever that the same 
boy and girl have retained both trophies. 

Oli Carvell, from Bridgnorth Endowed 
School, already the No.l ranked junior 
1500m runner in the country, once again 
demonstrated his class at that distance with 
a brilliant performance. 

He smashed the previous championship 
best by Gary Hodgson, also from Bridgnorth 
Endowed and now living in the USA, set at 
4.21.2 back in 1996. 

Despite one of the heaviest downpours of 
the day, Carvell stormed round the Telford 
track in a stunning time of 4.07.0 to clip a 
staggering 14 seconds off the record. 

It was also a personal best and the fastest 
time in the UK this season. 

Toby Jones (William Brookes School) 
went home with three golds after claim¬ 
ing the junior boys shot (11.62m) javelin 
(40.30m) and 80m hurdles. 

Idsall School’s Lucy Elcock also landed a 
winning double of two golds as she took the 
junior girls 100m (12.9) and 200m (26.8). 

Milly Gough (Ludlow School) went even 
better, not only bagging a brace of golds 
but also setting two new championship best 
performances as she triumphed in both 
the junior girls shot (8.54m) and hammer 
(25.40m). 

Ellis Greatrex (Thomas Telford School), 


who won last year’s English Schools 
Championships 400m and is currently 
the top ranked one-lap runner in his age 
group, opted for the shorter 200m on this 
occasion. 

He came home first in 22.6, improving 
the championship best that he set last 
year. 

Bridgnorth Endowed’s Niall Price, who 
was third in the English Schools junior 
boys 100m last year, moved up an age 
group but that did not stop him winning 
the intermediate boys 100m in 11.2. 

Adrian Lloyd Davies (Idsall School) 
landed an impressive 800/1500m double. 

Ludlow School’s James Milburn had an 
excellent day as he claimed a hat-trick of 
intermediate boy gold medals in the 400m 
hurdles (59.9), discus (33.84m) and triple 
jump (13.08m). 

Ellie Vernon threw the intermediate 
girls javelin 41.12m, which is an English 
Schools National Standard and one of only 
four such performances on the day. It was 
her furthest of the season and puts her 
into the top 10 in the country. 

Vernon’s school-mate, Megan Broad, cel¬ 
ebrated a double sprint victory in the 100m 
and 200m. 

Jess Hibbert, from Idsall, won the 
inter girls high jump with 1.62m, which 
equals an English Schools entry standard, 
while Beth Loveday, another top quality 
Bridgnorth Endowed athlete, bettered that 
entry standard as she won the long jump 
with 5.34m. 


Bethan Evans (Thomas Adams School) 
also went home with two golds in the inter¬ 
mediate girls shot and triple jump. 

In addition to Katie Lambert, three 
other senior girls did extremely well as 
Dani Langdale (Adcote) improved her 
own pole vault championship best as she 
cleared 3.25m. 

Dani Rowlinson ran a gritty 3000m race 
to win in 10.09.6 - an English Schools 
entry standard that knocked an amazing 
25 seconds off a previous mark that was 
set 29 years ago. 

Hannah Malpass (Adams Grammar 
School) ran an impressive 25.7 in the 200m 
for another English Schools entry stand¬ 
ard. 

Shropshire take junior and intermediate 
teams to the Mason Trophy inter county 
meeting on Saturday at the Alexander Sta¬ 
dium. Birmingham. 

Following that event the selectors will 
then meet to finalise the 25-strong Shrop¬ 
shire team for the English Schools Cham¬ 
pionships which will be held in Gateshead 
in July.
